however, does not prevent them 
from being painful. 
The site* where corns are moat 
Ukely to form are over joint* or 
bony protuberances, 
where 
the 
rubbing of the 
skin between ill- 
fitting shoes and th e hard, bony 
surface causes the increase in akin 
aa a protective measure. 
Over the 
outside of the little toe. over the 
top* of the 
second, 
third 
and 
fourth toes, over the Joint of the 
big toe, ara the most frequent lo­ 
cations. 
Corns on th# bottom of the foot 
are som ewhat mixed in character 
and should ba considered separ­ 
ately. 
The first rule In treating corns 1* 
that 
all 
the 
instruments 
used 
should be surgically sterile. 
This 
can be accomplished 
by 
boiling 
them or soaking them In alcohol 
for 20 minutes. 
Paring off the hard top layers 
of an external 
corn Is the com ­ 
monest and beat treatment. 
F a­ 
ther’s razor Is the best thing to 
do this with. 
If bleeding occurs, 
infection may take place, so try to 


Etiher before or after cuttini 
tho corn may ba softened. 
Cor 
pads and plasters can be used, bu 
better fitting ones can be home 
made. 
Measure a piece of adhe 
sive piaster over the corn and cl 
a window in the plaster just th 
size of the corn. 
Stick thia on th 
skin so the corn alone is expose« 
Two or more layers of adheeh 
strips may be used to give the cor 
protection. 
Paint the exposed surface of tfa 
corn with 15 per cent salicylic acl 
ointment, 
and then lay 
anothi 
strip of adhesive over the other 
covering the window and keepir 
the salicylic ointm ent in place « 
the corn. 
Leave this on for tw o or thre 
days and then remove the whol 
dressing and soak the foot in a hot 
solution of bicarbonate 
of 
aoda, 
and remove the corn with a raxot 
or a com edone extractor. 
The central part which digs into 
the skin should also be removed 
Another sim ilar corn plaster 
salicylic add. one 
and 
ona-haH 
drams, extract of cannibia Indies 
one-half dram, and collodion on* 
ounce. 
Soft corn* should be treated by 
scraping off the macerated tissue 
with a sterilized comedone extrac 
tor. 
A pledget of cotton aaturatedfv 
with 
alcohol 
should be put be- i 
tween the toes on the affected area 
first. 
A piece of dry cotton or one i 
dusted with boric 
sold 
powder 
should be worn between the toea
